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STAFF RECOMMENDATION

Staff recommends the proposed change to commercial liquot siles (CS-1) district zoning.

BASIS FOR RECOMMENDATION

The proposed zoning should be consistent with the purpose statement of the district sought.

CS-1 - Commercial Liquor Sales is intended predominantly tor commercial and industrial activities
of a service nature that typically have operating characteristics or traffic service requirements
generally incompatible with residential environments. and specificatly includes liquor sales as a
permitted use.

The proposed zoning should aflow for a reusonable use of the property.

The applicant is simply adding a smali amount of square [cotuge to an existing CS-1 footprint. The
proposed change is compatible with the commercial character of this portion of Burnet Road and will

give the applicant a fair and reasonable use of the property.

Zoning should promote the policy of locating retail and more intensive zoning near the
intersections of arterial roadways or at the interscetions of arterialy and major collectors.

The property in question is located on and will take access to Burnet Road, classified as an arterial
roadway.

EXISTING CONDITIONS

Site Characteristics

The site is currently developed with what appears to be a newly constructed shopping center.

Transportation

No additional right-of-way is needed at this time.

The trip generation under the requested zoning is estimated to be 419 trips per day, assuming that the
site develops Lo the maximum intensity allowed under the zoning classification (without consideration
of sethacks. environmental constraints, or other site characteristics). The proposed liguor store

(66 1sf) will generate approximately 27 trips per day.

A traffic impact analysis was not required for this case because the traffic generated by the proposed
zoning does not exceed the  threshold of 2,000 vehicle trips per day. [LDC, 25-6-113]

There are existing sidewulks along North Loop.
North Loop is classified in the Bicycle Plan as a Priority 1 bike route. (Route #28)

Capital Metro bus service is available along Burnet Road (Route #3).



Impervyious Cover

The maximum impervious cover limit allowed under CS-1 15 93%.
Environmental

The site is not located over the Edwards Aquifer Rechurge Zone. The site is located in the Shoal
Creek Watershed of the Colorado River Basin, which is classified as an Urban Wutershed by Chapter
25-8 of the City's Land Development Code. It is in the Desired Development Zone. Impervious cover
is not limited in this watershed class; therefore the zoning district impervious cover limils will apply.
This site is required to provide on-site structural water quality controls (or payment in lieu of) for all
development and/or redevelopment when 3.000 s.f. cumulative is exceeded, and detention for the
two-ycur storm.

According to flood plain maps, there is no flood plain within the project arca,

At this time, site-specific information is unavailable regarding existing trees and other vegetation,
areas of steep slope, or other environmental features such as bluifs. springs. canyon rimwrock. caves.
sinkholes, and wetlands.

Standard landscaping and tree protection will be required in accordance with LDC' 23-2 and 25-8 for
all development and/or redevelopment.

At this time. no information has heen provided as 1o whether this property has any pre-existing
approvitls which would preempt current water quality or Code requirements.

Right of Way

The scope of this review is limited to the identification of needs for dedication and/or reservation of
right-of-way for funded Capital Improvement Program (C.I.P.) Roadway Construction Projects and
Trunsportation Systems Management (T.8.M.) Projects planned for implementation by the City of
Austin. No aspect of the proposed project is being considercd or approved with this review other than
the need for right-of-way for City projects. There are scparate right-ol-way dedication and
reservation requircments enforced by other Departiments and other jurisdictions to secure right-of-way
for roadway improvements contained in the Austin Metropolitun Area Roadway Plan, roadway
projecis funded by County and State agencies, and for dedication in accordunce with the functional
classification of the roadway.

We have reviewed the proposed subdivision, site plan, or zoning case and auticipate no additional
requiretnent for right-of-way dedication or resecvation for funded C.LP. or T.S.M. projects at this

location,

Water and Wastewater

The lundowner intends to serve the site with City water and wastewater utilities. I water or
wastewater utility improvements, or system upgrades, or offsite main extension. or utility adjustment,
or utility relocation are required. the landowner will be respousible for all costs and providing. Also,
the utility plan must be in accordance with the City’s wtility design criteria and specifications. The
plan must be reviewed and approved by the Austin Water Utility.



Compalibitity Standards

This site is not subject to compatibility development regulations.
